PINK STAR WINS THE DERBY.

ARCITE IS WITHDRAWN BECAUSE OF 
THE HEAVY TRACK. 



Redgauntlet, the Favorite, Finishes Unplaced 
— Twenty Thousand People See the Race 
— Governor Beckham Attends. 



Louisville, Kv., May G.— The name of .T. IL 
WiHKlfonl’s Pink Star, son of Pink t;oat. winner of 
the American l>erby in 1898, and Mary Malloy, 

« daughter of I*at Malloy, a sturdy horse in liis 
day and time, was enrolled on the long list ol 
KeiitiU'ky Ilerhy winners this afterno<m. It was 
the thirty-third running of this Kentucky classic 
and the race was one of the most truly run sin<’e 
Prh'e McCrath’s .\ristides captured the prize in 
the inaugural contest in 187o. Trailing his oppon- 
ents far hack in the early stages. Pink Star joined 
a forh»rn hope, hut gradually he lH*gan gaining «>n 
the others and his final rush was so rapi»l that the 
vast cone»mrse of spectators were thrilled with a«i- 
iniration. , , . 

Miuiler rode him a sensible race, avoiding the »ast 
early pace st*t by the leaders, headed by Zal, and 
alter entering the stret«*h, made play for supremacy 
when the others were showing distress signals. lie 
wore them <lown and won by a comfortable margin 
fnun Zal. Ovelando. wldcb liad been a sliarp factor 
in the earlv part of the race, retained third place 
simply l>ecaus«* those in back of him were uueiiual 
to the task of giving him any sort of an argument 
for the small ]M»rtlon of the m<uiey after the field 
had traveled one mile. 

In the siH*culatioii Pink Star was neglected. 
He was the extreme outsider at 15 to 1 and tew 
in the big crowd ooncede<l him a chance. Redgaunr- 
let was the most fancied after the withdraw’al of 
Arcite. Roxara and Holdfast, the latter, through 
some clerh*al mistake, having been omitted from 
the entries sent out. O. .1. lA>ng and his trainer, 
P. Coyne, held out hoi>e until the eleventh hour 
that the truck would be in fairly g»XKl comlition to 
start Arcite, but the muggy atra«>sphere w’as not 
conducive to improving the oval ami it was with 
keen regret that they announced his withdrawal. 
He will l>e saved to run in the Brooklyn Handi<*ap 
and his stable mate, .Sir Huon, wiil start in the 
Suburban. 

It was a foregone conclusion that Redgauntlet 
wmild ikc tin Itettiirg choice foi- the race alter the 
heavy rain of last night. Probably the most disap- 
pblrtfM man on the grounds after the race was T. 
P. Hayes. Redgauntlet show’ed to poor advantage 
in the going, but the owner insisted that Austin 
was mostly at fault in having disobeyed riding 
instructions. He was t(dd to take a good hold of 
Redgauntlet and reserve liim in the early stages, 
but the colt acted sluggish and Austin l>egan 
urging him hard before a half mile had been tra- 
versed and tired him considerably in an effort to 
maintain pa<*e with the leaders in the early stages. 
Ha<l Austin restrained him alongside of Pink Star 
and made his run at the same time, Hayes Isdieves 
that he would have taken down the major iH>rtion 
of the stake. 

W. H. Fizer, who trains Pink Star, was jul)ilant. 
He had never weakened on tlie son of Pink Coat, 
and adiled that nothing but bad racing luck eneom- 
l»a.vsed his defeat in the two Derliys at New Or 
leans. 

Darkened skies and the air surcharged with 
dainimess, as the result of man.v hours rain, did m>t 
lessen the ardor of the Kentuckians. It is esti 
mated that 20.009 were present. Many came from 
Chicago. Nashville, St. Louis, Ijcxington, Memphis 
Cincinnati and even New Y«»rk sent a delegation, 
The so<‘ial set was out in force. Congressman and 
Mrs. Nicholas Longworth were tite guests of honor. 
Nearly every Kentm*ky state ofliciaJ was present and 
nearly all of Kentucky’s »*ongressional representa- 
tives came. Governor Beckliam greatly enjoyed the 
sport. 

It is doubtful if the twenty-nine layers profited 
by the victory of Mike Sutton, as he was iK>unded 
steadily from an o|>eDiDg price of 20 to 1 to half 
this figure. Rel)el Ralbert, Colonel Brady and 

Tinker, each enjoying favoritism, were successful 
in their resiM»ctive races. The last named, how’cver. 
score<l a lucky victory. Better handled, Ganze would 
have W’on. Spider Web, which began ailing last 
Saturday, died this morning. Auditor is reported 
very sick at Douglas Park. 

Fred Cook has arranged for .Toe McLennan to come 
here and take the markings of the horses he intends 
to ship to Canada. They will be shipp«*d some 
time next week. With the consignment w’ill go 
Lawrence P. Daly, carded to start for the first 
tinie tomorrow. 

R. Tucker announces that he will sell off all the 
horses he brought here from New York except 
four. An offer of $.'5,000 is said to have l»een 
turned down for Tim Kelly before his shipment 
from Nashville; he ran poorly in the fifth race. 

A ver.v goo<l program is announced for tomorrow 
and with such fast ones as Dulcie, Wild V’iolet, 
Sanderson; Lawrence P. Daly, R. C. Rann, Hollow; 
Anrship, Agnes Virginia. Excitement; Branrtis, 
Tom I)(dan, The Minks; Lights Out, Webertields, 
New Amsterdam; lauly Ellison. Fonsoluca and 
Adesso among the entries, some exciting finishes are 
probably in store for local patrons of the si>ort.

SUITS AGAINST POOLROOM KEEPERS. 



ALETHEUO A STAKE WINNER. 



(’ineinnati, O., May G.— A nasty mess has Iieen 
stirred up over the operation of iioolrooms in New- 
|K>rt and West Covington. The tnaihle liegan sev- 
eral months ago when W. T. Shannon erected a 
huildiiig in the suburbs of Newi>ort W’ith the in- 
tention of running in oppi»sition to HuIkt’s Garden, 
oiK*rated by George Ehrli<*h. When Shannon got 
his building iqi he found that he could not get ser- 
vice from the Interstate News Company. An effort 
to conduct the room with a private message service 
likewise failed. An attempt to take the informa- 
tion from the boanls of the other room was followed 
hy several cracked skulls and police court trials. 
SliaunoD closed the room and shortly afterward ac- 
tion was begun in tbe courts of this state against 
the Interstate News Company. The result of this 
was an order from .\ttorney -General Ellis probildt- 
ing the dissemination of betting information to pool- 
r(K»uis in Ohio. Next Ehrlh-h was fined $5,000 by a 
jury in tlie Circuit Court. A motion was made for 
a new trial and the preachers and other reformers 
got busy with the result that (Jeorge Huber was 
indicted for |>eruiitting bis property to be used us 
a iHMdrooni. A jury found him guilty and fixed bis 
fine at $10,000. The motion for a new trial in tliis 
case preclpilate<l an unusual court scene, when 
Judge Berry declared tbe nietliods of the 
foimers cowardly and Rev. Nel.son arose with the 
statement that he was responsible and was m 
court to answer for his actions. The attorneys for 
the pmdnHMiis wanted the minister fiueil for con- 
tempt of court. Tlie judge elected to consider the 
ret<H*t other than contempt. This Incident had a 
tendency to intiame others, who had up to then 
continued passive, against the rooms. Among tlie 
supposed seekers after evidence was A. K. Frick. 

There is a difference of opinion as to what hap- 
pened to Frick, but he must feel that It was more 
than a plenty, since he has filed suit for $10,000 
damages against J. B. Respess, who is iiamcMl as 
the proprietor of tlie poolroom in West Covington 
and a similar Unit has been instituted against 
Ehrlich.

The Newcastle Stable has decided to 
send a string to tlie second circuit in charge of 
Maurice Welsh, bnUlier of Tom Welsh, the trainer 
anti new partner in tlie establishment. 

Oakiawn. the eolf for whi<‘h August Belmont paid 
M’ilt Shields $;{ 0 , 0 IM). was one of the performers over 
liiirdles at the .Meadow BriH»k Steeplechase Asso<*ia- 
timi’s meeting at Westhiiry Saturday and managed 
to finish third to Double O. ami Hnddy. but not 
until Bayonet went down at tlie last hurdle. 

The .Vmerican Express Company, vvhot:^^ shipping 
agents liave studied up the matter, guarantee that 
they can tra 11 s ter horses from any track on Long 
Island to the stables at the -Montreal <‘ourse in 
Iwelvi* lioiirs. The rati* is $L5o a car by express 
fi’iuii Grand Central Station, or .$190 a car frmii any 
of the I.ong island trucks, the frugal Long Island 
Railroad charging $4^1 a <*ar for the short lianl to 
.Manhattan. With tills arrangement a man can ship 
a horse to Montreal Du- one of the stakes, speinl a 
day there ami return the following night, thus miss- 
ing only one day from the bn’al traek. The getting 
of ra«‘ehorses aeross the line will he attended to hy 
the Montreal Jorkey Club, so that there will l»e no 
trouble from eustoiiis otfiiers. If an owner wishes 
to ship bis liorses frtim here to Montreal, and theiiee 
to Buffalo, lie ean take them into Canada and out 
again in bond. It is only a run of seven hours and 
a lialf from .Montreal to T»>ronto and three lioiirs 
and a lialf from tliere to Buffalo over one of the 
best doiilde-tniik railroads in Canada.

New York, May G. — Racing at Jamaica, this after- 
n<MMi begun under cloudy skies aud over a traek 
made just a bit slow by the showers of the morning, 

ImU after four of the .seven races had lieen run there 
was a heavy downpour, which made the track quite 
muddy and evidently upset form a bit, a.s two of 
the lies! backed favorites of tbe day were beaten 
in the sixth and seveutb races. Previous to tli4fi 
four favorites had won. While Senator Beckham, 
winner of the first, probalily carried tlie most public 
money, the stable c‘ommiss4ou made Tilekilns tbe 
ai’tiial favorite. 

Aletlieuo, a <*aiididate for the Withers Stakes, to 
Ik* run a week from next Satunlay at Belmont Park, 
won the Willlamshurgh Handicap, the day’s feature. 
Aletheiio only got out of the maiden class Saturday 
and, although the favorite for his race today, he 
will have to improve over his showing if he Is to 
Ik? a factor iu the Withers, providing the field is 
anything like high class. Oraoulum could not give 
weiglit to the others. He could never get to the 
front and quit in the stretch. 

Tlie colors of M. H. Tichenor, the Chicago turf- 
man. were victorious for tbe first time this season 
when G<mmI Lu(*k won the handicap at one mile anil 
a sixteenth. The race was scratched to three start- 
ers, and GikkI Luck, a well backeil clioiee, had hl.s 
work cut out to eateh Tommy Waddell, though he 
won easily finally. Whimsical ran well for a half, 
then tired, and will hardly be a starter in the 
.Metropolitan Handieup Thursday. Roseben, n.ad a 
trial for the .Metropolitan at Gravesend tills momieg, 
going a mile easily in 1;40L The w<M-k was all 
the more impressive as the son of Ben Strome 
travelled twenty feet out from the rail all the way 
to keep clear of the strip of new soil along the 
inside of the course. He is a sure starter, barring 
accident, and is (*ertain to have a strong following. ' 

Sewell worked a mile at Belmont Park in 1:41^. 

He was not doing bis best and went quite wide la 
the stretch. His swerving was probably due to the 
fact that he did not wear blinkers. He is a 
‘‘blinker horse” both la race? aud at work. 

It was during the Jamaica meeting last year that 
De Muiid worked tbe fast half mile which enabled 
Newton Bennington to sell him for $45,000. His 
half-brother, Chepulteiiec, by Golden Garter, is fol- 
lowing in his f«x>t-steps so far as fast trials are 
con(*erned and, notwithstanding that De Mund has 
lieen something of a failure, a gooil offer was made 
for him today. At Gravesend he stepped three fur- 
longs in :i4\. The first furlong was in 11 J, the 
quarter in 22ir, and he was only cantering fia: the 
third furlong. Matt Allen, who saw tbe work, said
